Sev eral instructors in th e 
Paris sch ools for manual training 
h av e pronounced th e h abitual nail 
biters h ardest to teach , and often 
totally unfit for tech nical education. 
On rare occasions nail-biting ch il­ 
dren were found to 
be 
“ infant 
prodigies,” but with a superficial 
clev erness, inv ariably outgrown. 
All h ough th e disease is frequently 
inh erited, it is more often th e result 
of imitation, wh ich practically ren­ 
ders 
it 
contagious. 
In English 
sch ools I h e liabil is considered so 
h armful and so easily contracted 
th at th e nail-biting ebildren are iso­ 
lated and taugh t in s*q>arate classes, 
besides being sulijceted to sev ere 
and public reprimands. 
Th e idea of 
]mnisliing a nail biter Berillon re­ 
gards as sh owing about as much 
judgment as would be manifested in 
scolding or wh ipping a ch ild for h av ­ 
ing croup or measles, but th at th e 
h abit demands careful and intelligent 
treatment cannot lie doubted, for not 
only is it on th e increase, but in 
man.y cases it is accompanied iu th e 
second and th ird 
gmierations by 
marked signs of ph ysical degenera­ 
tion. 
Th e extent to wh ich it prev ails in 
England can b(' esliinated from th e 
fact th at in one sch ool of th irty ch il­ 
dren wh ose parents were of th e mid­ 
dle class, at least fifty per cent, were 
nail biters. 
Lii America th e disease 
is prev alent to a marked degree. 
It 
may be noticed at ev ery turn on th e 
streets, in th e sch ools and on th e 
street ears. 
Wh erev er th ere is a 
group of sch ool ch ildren of any size, 
some of th e boys and girls will be 
found dev ouring th eir nails, and 
sometimes fingers as well. 
Th (i fact th at after a time th e h abit 
becomes automatic makes th e curing 
of it a difficult undertaking; but 
Berillon believ es th at it can be done, 
and adv ocates th e grouping of tliese 
ch ildren into classes, wh ere th ey may 
be subjected to special discipline and 
h ygienic treatimmt. 
As, h owev er, 
tiie h abit is th e result of nerv ous de­ 
generation, it can bo as easily treated 
at h ome. 
A nerv e tonic, good food 
and plenty of exorcise, are all th e 
ph ysical treatment necessary. 
For 
curing th e “ after h abit” with ch il­ 
dren, wliieh may linger after th e 
cau.se is remov ed, Berillon suggests 
th at th e ch ild s resolution sh ould be 
appealed to, and th at lie be taugh t 
to regard th e h abit as unworth y.—

Harnessing th e forces of nature to 
one’s ch ariot is by no means a new 
th ing, but ev ery nowand tlieii th ere 
is some new application of existii'g 
meth ods th at awakens our enth u­ 
siasm and ench ains our interest. 
It 
became necessary to sink a sh aft in 
a coal mine in Belgium, but tlie ex­ 
isting difficulties seemed almost in­ 
surmountable. 
Directly in th e way 
th ere was a v ery th ick and h eav y 
quicksand, and in addition a great 
body of water th at could not be con­ 
trolled b^^ ordinaiw means. 
It was 
th erefore decided to freeze a large 
bulk of th e sand and water, and in th is 
way 
prepare a medium 
th rough 
wh ich to tunnel. 
Th is was aecom- 
plish ed by th e use of large ])ipes, 
closed at th e lower ends. 
Th ose 
were sunk to th e required depth , 
and were placed sufficiently close to­ 
geth er for th e purpose and in a line 
surrounding th e space to be frozen. 
Inside of th ese, smaller pipes, open 
t.i both ends, were placed, and into 
th em ch loride of magnesium was 
forced. 
Th is ran th rough th e lower 
end of th e inner tube and rose in th e 
space between th e two tubes. Grad­ 
ually th e surrounding quicksand and 
water froze until it could be cut 
awa}" like rock. 
Th e circumference 
of th e frozen space was about eigh t­ 
een feet.—N. Y. Ledirer.
